CONCERNSAREQUESTFORTHEPSCTOAPPROVETHETRANSFERAND 
SALE OF WASTEWATER TREATMENT ASSETS AND BUSINESS OF ORCHARD 
GRASS UTILITIES TO OLDHAM COUNTY SEWER DISTRICT. 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH 807 KAR 5:001(3) (8),1 FEEL THAT I HAVE A SPECIAL 
INTEREST IN THIS PROCEEDING WHICH IS NOT OTHERWISE ADEQUATELY 
REPRESENTED AND THAT I AM LIKELY TO PRESENT ISSUES OR DEVELOP 
FACTS THAT WILL ASSIST THE PSC WITHOUT COMPLICATING OR 
DISRUPTING THE PROCEEDINGS. IN SUPPORT I STATE THE FOLLOWING: 

1. I DO NOT FEEL THE ACQUISITION OF THE ORCHARD GRASS UTILITIES IS 
IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST. 

2. I HAVE BEEN A RESIDENT OF WILLOW CREEK SUBDIVISION SINCE 1980. 
THERE IS A SEWAGE TREATMENT FACILITY LOCATED IN WILLOW CREEK 
SUBDIVISION. 

3. WILLOW CREEK SUBDIVISION IS SPLIT BY THE OLDHAM JEFFERSON 
COUNTY LINE. THE COUNTY LINE PASSES THROUGH MY PROPERTY. THE 
BOUNDARY IS IN DISPUTE BETWEEN THE COUNTIES, THERE IS A DE FACT0 
LINE BUT NOT DE JURE. 

4. OLDHAM COUNTY FISCAL COURT HAS AUTHORIZED THE OLDHAM 
COUNTY SEWAGE DISTRICT TO ACQUIRE SEWAGE TREATMENT FACILITIES 
IN OLDHAM COUNTY ONLY. 

5. I WAS GRANTED FULL INTERVENTION IN PSC CASE 97-456, WHICH WAS 
AN INCREASE IN SEWAGE CHARGE FOR WILLOW CREEK SEWAGE. THERE 
WERE NUMEROUS CHARGES PROPOSED BY WILLOW CREEK SEWAGE 
THAT WERE NOT APPROVED BY THE PSC IN THAT CASE. 

6. THE OLDHAM COUNTY SEWER DISTRICT AND OR OLDHAM COUNTY 
FISCAL COURT HAVE AGREED TO : 

A. UNIFORM RATES FOR SEWER COSTS COUNTY WIDE THAT WILL 
INCREASE THE COSTS BY ABOUT 30% FOR WILLOW CREEK SEWER 
CUSTOMERS. 

6. CHANGE THE CURRENT METHODOLOGY OF A $18 FLAT FEE PER 
HOUSEHOLD PER MONTH FOR SEWAGE TO ONE BASED ON THE AMOUNT 
OF WATER USED BY A RATE WITH NO ADJUSTMENT FOR WATER USED FOR
